Harvey-Horr 
Controversy 
Resumed 
With Fresh Vigor on Both Sides— 
Statistics r Figure Lcrgely in the 
Discussion as to the Cost of Money 
Metals. 


Chicago, Ju ly 56.—In opening the sil­ 
ver debate yesterday, Mr. 
H orr a t­ 
tack ed a statem en t m ade by Mr. H a r­ 
vey th a t it cost as m uch or m ore to pro­ 
duce an ounce of silver as an ounce of 
gold. H arvey had stated th a t It cost as 
high as $2 per ounce to produce silver, 
w hile Mr. H o rr declared th a t if such art 
assertion were tru e all silver m iners 
w ould go out of business. On the con­ 
tra ry , he said, silver has been and is 
m ined in m any instances for less th an 
15 cents an ounce. 
“Gold costs dollar 
for dollar, less th an silver, and the cost 
of producing a pound of gold Is less th an 
th e cost of producing a pound of silver,” 
said Mr. H arvey. “Gold and silver were 
created together; they were wedded by 
God A lm ighty in the ea rth .” 
“There are only three of four silver 
m ines left in the U nited States th a t are 
paying,” contiued Mr. 
H arvey, 
“and 
m ay give out a t any time. Precious 
m etal m ining is like gam bling. 
W hy 
do m en follow it? 
Tell me why they 
gam ble on the board of trad e.” 
Mr. H orr now took the floor. “I say 
to the people of this country,” said he, 
“ th a t the statem ent of Mr. H arvey, and 
I do not care who said it before him, 
th a t it costs as m uch to get a pound of 
silver as a pound of gold is not true. 
C enturies ago the m etals cost the same. 
Gold has been cheapening since 1873, 
w hen m easured in hum an toil, or pro­ 
ducts of toil, but silver has depreciated 
m uch faster th an gold. 
“The m ain effort of the silverites is 
to m ake the farm ers think th a t this sil­ 
ver legislation was ag ain st them . 
B ut 
how have the toilers been affected by the 
legislation since 1873? 
There are two 
classes of toilers, the ag ricu ltu rists and 
th e w orkers In cities, those who receive 
fixed wages. T ake the first, and the ef­ 
fect of these legislative changes on them 
m ay be seen in the average prices paid 
fo r 
agricu ltu ral 
products. 
H arvey 
stated th a t the silver legislation did not 
affect prices m uch until 1879, so we will 
com pare prices before and after th a t 
d ate.” 
From the U nited S tates statis 
Ileal a b stra ct Mr. H orr read figures on 
th e annual average production of the 
co u n try ’s largest crop—corn—showing 
th a t the price per bushel from 1875 to 
1879 w as 38.8 cents, while from 1884 to 
1890 it w as 42.1 cents per bushel, a gen­ 
eral advance. 
Mr. 
H arvey 
protested 
th a t he should com pare the crop of 1872 
w ith th a t of 1892, but Mr. H orr ta rtly In­ 
quired if he should yield wholly to the 
form er’s wishes. 
Mr. H arvey accused Mr. H orr of Jug 
glin g w ith figures and m aking a flank 
a tta c k , but declared he 
would 
m eet 
him on his own ground. “W e produced 
seven bushels less of corn per capita In 
1894 th an in 1872,” he said. “W hile the 
price ought to be 80 or 90 cents under 
bim etallism , it is now about 45 cents." 
Mr. H o rr introduced figures to show 
th a t oats as well as corn were higher 
th an before 1879. “These figures do not 
please H arvey, so let’s take w heat, 
w hich will please him ,” said Mr. H orr. 
“ H ere is an actu al decline. B ut strike 
a balance of the nine g reat cereals, and 
we find a m aterial advance in value 
over the years 1875 
to 
1879. In 
the 
w estern states in the last tw enty years 
th ere has been an advance; in the east 
an d south there has been 
a decline. 
T his is due to im proved tran sp o rtatio n 
not to a change in prim ary m oney—or 
an y other money.” 
Mr. H arvey retaliated by saying th a t 
In 1872 one bushel of w heat w orth $1.25 
paid $1.25 of debt; now one bushel w as 
w orth 65 cents. In Mexico and India a 
bushel of w heat paid the sam e debt 
th a t it did in 1872. He said: “T here is 
not money enough In the country. The 
average m an should have a t least $10. 
If he hasn’t th a t am ount in his pocket, 
he ought to have.” 
R eturning to farm products Mr. H orr 
criticised H arvey’s statem en t th a t lf the 
U nited States had 
free 
coinage 
the 
A m erican 
farm er 
would get $1.30 a 
bushel for his w heat as the M exican 
does, instead of 67 cents. “A crop Is 
now produced w ith less toll. Then take 
w h at a m an can buy w ith his money, 
articles cut in two by the law of cheap­ 
e r production.” Mr. H orr then read 
' list of prices of staple articles a t pres­ 
e n t com pared w ith 1873 prices, showing 
th e 
m arked 
decrease. 
“Silver 
has 
cheapened in precisely the sam e w ay,” 
said he, “and so has copper, lead or 
alum inum .” 
W arm ing to his subject H arvey re­ 
plied: “Mr. H orr insists on his hum an 
toil unit, b u t his system leaves the unit 
w ithout the power to purchase any­ 
thing. 
M any 
kinds 
of 
property are 
cheaper, 
but 
he 
did 
not 
m ention 
th e m ost desirable and valuable in all 
th e w orld—money. Let us aw ay with 
sophistry. Price is 
a relative 
term . 
Y our property doesn’t buy half as m uch 
m oney as it did, b u t th a t other prop­ 
erty , money, buys tw ice as m uch of 
your property. W hen you enhance the 
value of this property by legislation you 
a re legislating for a class. The m an who

Mr. H orr responded th a t the farm ers 
condition can not be Judged trom bone

A c­ 
cording to M ulhall,” said he, “ the farm ­ 
ers’ ability to save is three tim es as 
m uch during the last two decades as 
during H arvey’s golden era of silver be­ 
fore 1873. In years when H arvey says 
w e were going to ruin we saved tw o and 
one-half tim es as m uch as in his ‘years 
of prosperity.’ T h at ruin he tells of

Unconfirmed Report of a Massacre of 
Whites in the Jack ion Hole District 
Indians Are Undoubtedly Not On 
Their Resenations Around Mar­ 
ket Lake. 


Denver, Colo., Ju ly 26.—A special to 
the News from Pocatello says: 
‘‘Re­ 
ports from M arket Lake say the Rex­ 
burg (Idaho) paper reports flfty-nine 
white people killed by B annocks near 
Jackson Hole, but there is no w ay to 
confirm the report, and it is not Relieved 
here. There has been no news received 
at M arket Lake for three days of an 
authentic nature. 
Forty-four carloads 
of U nited States cavalry left Cheyenne 
last night for M arket Lake w ith pro­ 
visions, horses, tents, etc. They will 
reach Pocatello this afternoon. 
F our 
hundred Indians are said to have Joined 
the Bannocks on Fall river and are pre­ 
paring to m ake an onslaught on the 
whites. 
It is probable th a t Governor 
McConnell will be called to aid in sup­ 
pressing violence.

It Has L ately B ecam e a Practical and 
Profitable Industry. 
The extraction of tannin from pal­ 
metto leaves has now become a prac­ 
tical industry, and it is claimed that 
leather tanned with this product can be 
more economically produced than that 
which is treated with oak or hemlock 
bark, while the residue forms a valu­ 
able paper stock, which is also utilized 
In the process of extraction the leaves 
and stems are separated, the stems are 
crushed flat through rollers, while the 
leaves are finely shredded; this mate­ 
rial is then placed in a large wooden 
tank and covered with water, the mass 
is brought to the boiling point but not 
allowed to boil violently—being kept 
near but below the boiling point for for­ 
ty-eight hours, the liquid being then 
ready for the tannery. After the tan­ 
nin has been extracted, the palmetto is 
steamed in a chemical solution, which 
removes the silicate contained in the 
palmetto and changes the glossy shield 
to a gummy mass, which can be re­ 
moved without injury to the fibre; but 
in making imitation 
horsehair 
this 
gummy mass is allowed to dry, as it 
adds to the elasticity of the fibre. There 
are several combinations In which the 
production oj tannic and fibre is said 
to be practicable and advantageous, so 
that tanneries situated in the vicinity 
of paper mills can grind the palmetto 
in the same manner as bark, and the 
residue, after bleaching, is in prope? 
shape for the paper mill.

T H E L A B O R E R S A.N R T H E H A R V E S T 
There is some reason to distrust the 
accuracy of the report sent from Ab- 
, erdeen and other pisces in South Da- 
1 kota that that state is overrun with 
I laboring men looking for work in the 
hS'TeBt fields which they cannot find, 
and that the farmers already have all 
the 
help they w ant. 
Information 
from reliable quarters is that surplus 
men who can’t find employment are 
either tramps or men who expect 
higher wages than the farmers are 
disposed to give. 
Undoubtedly, too, so far as South 
Dakota is concerned, there is much 
less demand for labor for the harvest 
fields, because the crops in that state 
have turned out much below general 
expectations. 
The wheat crop, how­ 
ever, will probably yield 12 to 13 bush­ 
els per acre, and will need a great 
many men to help the farmers take 
care of it. 
And taking the northern 
Minnesota and North Dakota crops, 
which will mature later, it is esti­ 
mated that not less than 10,000 men 
will be needed for harvest work. 


W E L S H 
A N D

The Welsh tin plate industry is 
confronted with the most trying crisis 
in Us history. Welsh mnnutactUTeis 
underrated the ability ot Americans 
to mike tin plate and they are now 
being pinched. 
Wages have been re* 
due 3d In the Welsh works from IO to 
25 par cent, a state of things against 
which the present strike is a protest. 
Unless, however, some ne * stimulus 
is applied to the Welsh industry, it is 
not likely to again acquire the im­ 
portance which it has hitherto held. 
It bas been proved that America can 
make her own tinplate, and it is not 
impossibls that the Welsh manufac­ 
turer will find her a competitor in for­ 
eign markets at some 
future time. 
And it is well to bear in mind that we 
owe the development of the tin plate 
industry in this country wholly to the 
protective duty of 2 2-10 cents per 
pound levied by the McKinley bill. 
This was just twice the rate of daty 
previously imposed. 
Previously 
to 
that, when the duty was 11-5 cents a 
pound—tne same rate 
as 
that 
which now prevails nnder the Wilson 
tom—not a pound of tinplate had ever 
been manufactured in this country. 
But the increased protection aff jrded 
toy the McKinley bill enabled Ameri­ 
can enterprise for the first time to 
compete with the Welshmen. 
During the two yeats in which it 
was assured of this protection a very 
argo amount of capital was invested 
in American tinplate works. During 
the subsequent two years, in which 
they were operating under the demo­ 
cratic threat of a reduction of the 
tariff, no additional capital was put 
into such works, hat the proprietors 
of the plants already in operation 
bent all their energies 
to save the 
money they had put into them. 
In 
consequence, aa the general reduction 
of wages following the panic of 1863 
and the very low price of steel plates, 
they have been enabled thus far to 
compete 
successfully 
with 
tho 
Welshmen, even after the duty was 
cut in two by the Wilson-Gorman bill 
This cut in the duty forces them to 
compete 
with the 
cheaper 
labor 
on the other side of the water on 
terms so close that, while they are 
enabled, nnder existing conditions, to 
keep on manufacturing tin plate and 
to do so probably at a profit, the profit 
is so small as to afford no temptation 
tar further investment of capital in 
ne* enterprises of the sort, 
lf the 
McKinley duty on tinplate has been 
in undisturbed operation for five years 
more, the tinplate industry in this 
country would have 
reached 
such 
dimensions as to have crowded the 
foreign article out of the markete. 


T H E D E M A N D 
EQR CARS. 
Railway officials are figuring on the 
problem of moving the crop. 
That 
the problem has its difficulties is easily 
demonstrated. 
A wheat crop of only 
115,000,000 bushels in Minnesota and 
the Dakotas alone would fill, if it 
were loaded at one time, over 200,000 
freight cars, whioh would form abou 
7 jQQO trains of thirty cars each. 
Yet 
wheat constitutes only one-half of the 
total crop in value a n i much less 
than half In 
bulk. 
Fortunately 
the 
wheat crop 
does not have 
to go to market at once, although it 
has to ba moved rapidly, as the coun­ 
try elevator capacity 
of the three 
states is only about 22,000,000 bushels 
and the country elevator must be kept 
open to the farmers. 
The railroads 
of the Nor. h west are building and 
repairing all the cars possible, with 
the expectation of having 50,000 cars 
ready for service and some of the 
officials regret tnat this total cannot 
be increased by 10,000 cars. 
If, how 
eve, the estimated deficiency in rob­ 
ing stock is small the railroads c li 
be relied upon to meet the phases o f 
pressure that arise with the cer-ainity 
th at there will he no such catastrophe 
as a "car famine.”

After being admitted, the stu­ 
dent is first introduced to a wood-turn­ 
ing lathe and put to work at turning 
handles. This exercise lasts for sev­ 
eral weeks, according to the beginner’s 
aptitude. This is followed by exercise 
in filing and shaping screwdrivers and 
small tools. In this way he learns to 
make for himself a fairly complete set 
of tools. He next undertakes to make 
a larger wooden pattern of a watch 
frame, perhaps a foot in diameter, and 
after learning how this frame is to be 
shaped, he is given a ready cut one 
of brass of the ordinary size, in which 
he is taught to drill holes for the wheels 
and screws. Throughout this instruc­ 
tion the master stands over the pupil 
directing him with the greatest care. 
The pupil is next taugh to finish the 
frame, so that it will be ready to re­ 
ceive the wheels. He is then instruct­ 
ed to make fine tools and to become ex­ 
pert in handling them. This completes 
the instruction in the first room, and 
the young watchmaker next passes to 
the department where he is taught to 
fit the stemwinding parts and to do fine 
cutting and filing by hand. Later on he 
learns to 
make the

complex 
watches, which will strike the hour, 
minute, etc., and the other delicate 
mechanisms for which the Swiss are 
famous.
